Of these vessels eight were total losses. 
Sixty-two vessels met disasiter on Lake 
Michigan, twenty-five of which were 
total losses. Forty lives were lost in 
three wrecks. 
Seven vessels were 


wrecked on Lake Superior, four being 
total losses, but only one life was lost. 
Out of fifteen vessels that met with ac- 
cident on Lake Erie, only one-was a 
total loss, and only one life was lost.

the chamber of commerce was held 
Thursday to listen to report of special 
committee on municipal reform in New 
York city. Ex-President Charles Stew- 
art Smith, chairman of the special 
committee, read the report. 
He de- 


clared that, in the judgment of the com- 
mittee, the public mind is imbued with 
the belief that many of the city de- 
partments are tainted with corruption, 
a belief which, in the opinion of the 
committee, is fully justified by facts 
already proved. 
A legislative investi- 


gation, broad enough to include all the 
departments and searching enough to 
throw light upon every detail of the 
administration, 
is imperatively 
de- 


manded. 


Further on the report says: "During 


the last six years of Tammany admin- 
istration bonds have been issued to the 
amount of £58,350,858, an excess of 
£22.123,760 over the preceding-six years. 
During the past six years, also, the de- 
partmental appropriations 
have ex- 


ceeded those of the preceding six years 
815,495,397. Six years of Tammany ad- 
ministration cost the city, in bonded in- 
debtedness and expenditure from ap- 
propriations, i §274,761,076, as against 
§237,051,919'for the preceding six years, 
an average increase of over £6,000,000 
per annum, exclusive of revenue and 
assessment bonds. It is impossible to 
avoid the conclusion that an expendi- 
ture so largely out of proportion to the 
growth of the city, its public improve- 
ments and the efficiency of its admin- 
istration, is due to mismanagement, 
extravagance and corruption on a scale 
almost unparalleled in the history of 
municipalities."

After Nearly Fifty Years' Con- 


troversy England 


Renounces. All Rights of Sovereigntj 


Over Mosquito Territory. 


She Respects the Full and Parnmouiit Sov- 


ereignty of the _<icarn _;ii:in Government 


—A Diplomatic Triumph to the Cred- 


it of Greslmni nud Uaynrd. 


WASHINGTON. 
Jan. 
4.— Secretary 


Gresham communicated to the senate 
Thursday his response to the resolu- 
tion of December 4, calling upon hin: 
for information with regard to the 
progress of negotiations on the ques- 
tion of sovereignty over the Mosqnitc 
coast. 


"Great Britain," he says, "has giver. 


this government the most positive as- 
surance that she asserts no right oi 
sovereignty or protection over the ter- 
ritory, but on the contrary ' respects 
the full and paramount sovereignty o) 
the government of Nicaragua." 


This outcome of the long correspond- 


ence between the secretary of stat€ 
and the British secretary of foreign af- 
fairs is regarded with much satisfac- 
tion in the senate, especially by those 
through whose instigation the resolu- 
tions of inquiry were originally intro- 
dticed. 
It shows that the administra- 


tion has practically succeeded in set- 
tling one of the most annoying inter- 
national questions that has perplexed 
this government for about fiftj' years, 
and to the settlement of which some oi 
the ablest statesmen of the United 
States, including Clayton, Marcy, Cass, 
Seward, Fish, Evarts, Jilaine, Frcling- 
huysen and Bayard devoted their best 
efforts. 


The controversy resulted from the 


efforts of the United States to open a 
shorter sea route to California at the 
time that the Pacific coast territor\r 
was acquired. 
Following the treaty of 


1S46 with New Grenada (now Colombia), 
which led to the construction of the 
Panama railway, a treaty was conclud- 
ed by the United States with Nicar- 
agua in 1849 for a canal from Greytown 
by way of Lake Nicaragua. 


Great Britain, however, maintained 


a protectorate over the east coast of 
Nicaragua, claiming the guardianship 
of the Mosquito Indians and their ter- 
ritory under a treaty with Spain, made 
in 1786, and to neutralize this European 
menace to the Atlantic entrance of the 
canal, which was repugnant to tiic 
Monroe doctrine, the Ciayton-Buhver 
treaty, which has since proved one of 
the most irritating arrangements, was 
ratified in 1S50. 


From that date until now the United 


States and Great Britain have not 
ceased their contentions 
over 
the 


status of the Mosquito territory, but, 
as shown in the report by Secretary 
Gresham covering the correspondence 
and submitted Thursday, the Mosqui- 
tos have finally been completely incor- 
porated under Xicaraguan sovereignty, 
and Great Britain has absolutely sur- 
rendered all claims to the protection <if 
the territory and recognized the "par- 
amount sovereignty of the government 
of Nicaragua." 


It is now believed by the department 


of state that this perplexing question 
of the sovereignty of the Mosquito 
strip and the adjoining territory, which 
has been a difficult problem with many 
administrations 
and 
secretaries oi 


state, has at last been settled satisfac- 
torily to the United States in such a 
way as to insure for all time the Amer- 
ican control of the canal. If this sup- 
position proves to be true it will be a 
diplomatic triumph which must be 
credited to Secretary "Gresham and 
Ambassador Bayard.

WASHINGTON; Jan. 3,—Danger threat- 


ens the peace .negotiations between 
China and Japan, and. from present in- 
dications, it is exceedingly probable 
that hostilities may be renewed with 
even greater vigor and the cry of ilOn 
to Pekin" once more become the slogan 
of the Japanese forces. . Despite a pre- 
vailing belief .to the contrary, it is not 
unlikely that. the Japanese govern- 
ment _will decline to make further 
postponement of the actual commence- 
ment of the negotiations in order to 
await the arrival of John W. Foster, 
^the Chinese advisory counsel, and it is 
even probable that arrangements for 
the settlement of. the dispute .will, have 
been completed before 
Mr. .Foster 


reaches Hiroshima, where,the repre- 
sentatives of both the warring powers 
will meet. 


It may be stated with some degree'of 


positiveness that a direct declination 
by. the Chinese ambassadors to begin 
negotiations until Mr. Foster-reaches 
Hiroshima will result in positive-disa- 
greement and the breaking off of; the 
overtures, which will -place the'pdssi- 
biltties for peace' further away than 
ever and cause the' Japanese forces to 
push f heir way with great vigor toward 
.the Chinese capital. 
In that event 


nothing short of the fall of Pekin is 
likely to put an end. to the hostilities. 


It has bc-i-ii known for some time 


that the Japanese government is sus- 
picious of the girod faith of 
their 


enemies in the- overtures for a suspen- 
sion of the war. The Japanese peace 
'commissioners are n'ot likely to give 
any formal recognition to .Mr. Foster. 
He will certainly not be allowed to at- 
tend the. sittings of the commission, 
provided he arrives at Hiroshima be- 
fore its business is concluded, and if 
frequent requests for, adjournment are 
made by the Chinese envoys, in order 
that they may consult with him, the 
Japanese commissioners will probably 
refuse to proceed further unless these 
requests cense. 


Minister Kurino. of Japan, said Wed- 


nesday, that the statement that Mr. 
Foster received official notice from the 
Japanese government that he would 
be cordially welcomed to Japan as one 
of the Chinese representatives iu the 
peace negotiations was erroneous. 
No 


such notice has been given, and Mr. 
Foster has not been officially recog- 
nized by Japan. Although Mr. Foster 
is a friend of Viscount Mutsu., the 
minister of foreign affairs, the latter 
will not allow personal considerations 
to cause him to extend any unusual 
favor to the representative of Japan's 
enemies. 


A statement published that Mr. Fos- 


ter will receive the highest decorations 
from Japan if his mission is successful 
receives Mr. Kurino's unqualified de- 
nial. He says no such promise could 
be made, or has been made, lit this 
early stacre of the proceedings.

EDITOB PORTSMOUTH TIMES—Dear Sir: 


As you are doubtless aware that the 
U. S. government is now surveying a 
route for a deeo water canal between 
Lake Erie and'the Ohio river. There 
is some doubt as to whether the resolu- 
tion of congress under -which the survey 
is being made authorizes them to 
survey the route from Sandusky to 
Lockburne or no. This route is some 
thirty-nine miles shorter than either 
route and has 114 feet less altitude at 
the summit than either of the others. 
If the Ohio canal from Cleveland is 
selected it is absolutely certain that it 
will go down the Muskingum to Mari- 
etta, because of the shorter distance
